If tbe breed so ipucb depends upon 
food, why should not every person ca¬ 
pable of normal ( thought seek to pro¬ 
cure auch food as best sustains his or 
her normality? Brain starvation, 
through tbe lack of suitable brain and 
nerve nourishment Ln our dally food, 
is the sole cause of tbe craving tqr 
stimulants to supply, as they do, artl- 
- flcially and Improperly what nature 
has provided in a natural form ln the 
skin of the grape, which contains th* 
best part of tbe wine; In the skins of 
all fruits and vegetables, and If not ln 
the skins of tbe cereals, how comes It 
that stimulating properties are extract¬ 
ed from them, as the Inner kerne), 
the starch, la devoid uf anything other 
than k heat giver? 

It baa been proved by chemical anal¬ 
ysis and demonstrated by mlcroacoptq 
experiments that tbe most valuably 
brain sustaining properties are resi¬ 
dent !h all skins of cereala, fruits and 
vegetables, and as an instanat of tbe 
great difference to the health resultant 
from partaking or rejecting tbe skins 
here la an Incident that occurred ln 
India, aa told by an Indian officer: 

A regiment was stationed ln a part 
of the country where grapes were tbe 
chief article of food. Tbe officers, one 
after another, became so tick as to be 
invalided as unfit for service, but R 
being considered remarkable that tbe 
troojMi were all well a commission pf 
Inquiry way Instituted, when It waa 
found that while every trooper ln eet- 
, ing grapes swallowed the skins the offi¬ 
cers followed the fashionable habit of 
rejecting them. It was then ordered 
that the officers should swallow tbe 
skins, which was done, with the reeult 
that they immediately recovered. 

Thus It will be seen that thy akin of 
the grape, besides being t brffipi feeder, 
possesses other healthful sbCnutrlUvs 
qualities necessary to the sug^nance of 
the human body. Thd reason why as¬ 
paragus, cabbage, string beans, lettuce, 
spinach and other green vegetables are 
so wholesome Is that the skins or* not 
rejected.—Oar Friend.
